Alberta. Only 17% was arable land, 
yet the populations was 90 times 
that of Alberta, or about 65,000,000. 
This arable land is intensively culti- 
vated and the average farm holding 
is only 3 acres, and half the popula- 
tion is urban. The population is in- 
ereasing about one million a year, 
and the food supply is very acute. In 
60 years the population developed 
from 30 to 65 million, and Japan has 
no precedent in manufacturing expan- 
sion in so short a time. Japan de- 
pends largely .on foreign countries 
for markets, and her shipping is now 
rated in third place among the na- 
tions. The Japanese people are 
united in one race; they are intelli- 
gent, good readers, with strong na- 
tional sentiment and imperialistic 
tendencies. Militarism is-held in high 
esteem and it is the acme of glory 
to die in the service of the country. 
The area of China is larger. than 
either.Canada or the;-United: States

The most of the 
Chinese are engaged in agriculture 
almost entirely in a primitive form, 
and there is very little trading with 
foreign people. China is non-exist- 
ent as a money power as compared 
with other countries. 

Mr. Imrie then referred to Man- 
churia, stating.that the area was two- 
thirds greater than Alberta. The soil 
and climate are conducive to growing 


suey ‘beans, and other food stuffs 
grow more profitably than wheat. 
Some __ parts are heavily wooded, 
which is useful in manufacturing. 
Other areas are mountainous and 
others have minerals useful in the 
manufacturing of fertilizer. Man-

Mr. Imrie concluded by giving what 
he considered some of the primary 
causes of the Sino-Japanese clash, 
among them. being:.

in Manchuria, which operated against 
life and property -of the Japanese; 
building railways paralleling the rail- 
way in south Manchuria whieh was 
being constructed with the acqui- 
esence and approval of the Chinese; 
osing influence in sections of the 
country; fear’of Russia getting: Man- 
churia owing to banditry; fear. that 
her treaties- with foreign countries 
would be abrogated as: a_ result of 
certain ' feelings ‘and ‘agitations by. 
strong factions opposed .to the Jap- 
‘anese; boycott instituted in China 
against Japan resulting in Japan: los- 
ing about one-fourth of ‘its foreign

Japan claims. she ia. following ‘the 
‘policy -of the ‘United, States and 
Britain in other cases and there is 
considerable truth in this contention. 

As the party approached. Vancouv- 
‘er, upon their return, they: came with 
a pride of citizenship and they had 
a new perspective of their native 
land, with stretches of agricultural 
Iands, valuable timber and mineral 
areas, and they endeavored to visual- 
ize Canada -with a- population approx- 
mating that of Japan today. 

At the conclusion of the address, 
the Board of Trade considered a few 
matters of business, among them be- 
ing a resolution to the effect that the 
Provincial Government enact legisla- 
tion making {t compulsory for all 
vehicles not gasoline propelled to 
carry a light or reflector visible at 
night. 

A lengthy questionnaire giving in- 
formation which might be used at 
the trade conference to be held at Ot- 
tawa next summer was referred to 
the Council for action. 

President W. H. Odell was in the 
chair, and there was a good attend- 
ance considering the condition of the 
roads.

The following information respect- 
ing Wetaskiwin’s financial position 
was forwarded td the Edmonton 
Journal recently by John E. Fraser, 
secretary-treasurer, and appeared in

lowancé for prepayment of this 
years’ taxes.

Edmonton, March 19.—Interest in 
the legislature this week has cen- 
tred mainly around two debates, one 
on the income tax bill and the other 
on the proposed cuts in the indemn- 
ities of members. 

Both have provoked lengthy dis- 
cussions and at the time of writing 
have not yet been disposed of. 

The week has’ seen George 
Webster, veteran Liberal leader 
right back in his old form. He led the 
attack on the income tax bill and this 
received strong support from W. R. 
Howson and both the Labor and Con- 
ane benches. 

. Webster went one better than 
Pr ae Br ownlee}s ‘resolution pray 
posing a cut of 10 per cent in the in- 
demnities by moving an amendment 
putting the reduction at 25 per cent. 

R. M. McCool, U.F.A., Cochrane, 
then moved a subamendment to re- 
duce all sessional indemnities to 
$1200 but with $600 for traveling ex- 
penses to rural members. 

Mr. Webster pointed out that times 
were not normal and the speech from 
the throne had plainly said that 
members must do their share to help 
in retrenchment. The legislature was 
going to ask the people to assume 
severe tax burdens and it was only 
fair that members should set an ex- 
ample. He thought men who sought 
to impose new taxation at this time 
should do tieir share in no uncertain 
terms. 

W, E. Payne, Conservative, Red 
Deer, gave strong suLort to the Lib- 
eral amendment, while Dr. H. W. 
McGill, Conservative, Calgary, favor- 
ed the original motion of Premier 


Brownlee. 
A. M. Matheson U.F.A., Vegreville, 
supported the subamendment, inti- 


mating that he would go as far as to 
reduce indemnities to $1000 with 
traveling expenses for rural mem- 
bers. 

Mr. Webster was in fine form when 
he threw down the gauge of battle in 
the income tax debate. He declared 
the present was not the time to im- 
pose further tax burdens on the pub- 
lic. The Liberal members had warn- 
ed the government time after time, 
he said, of the need for economy and 
retrenchment. But the government 
never wanted any suggestions. 

He questioned the fairness of tak- 
ing away the service | tax from the 
cities -in order. that \the se ibeber | 
might impose an income’ tax, He wa 
well aware, he’ declared, that the 
Premier could defend the imposition 
of the tax and make it sound convince. 
ing. “He makes wonderful _ state- 
ments,” said Mr. Webster, “but then 
he has to make wonderful speeches 
to defend anything that comes from 
the governmnet benches. But some- 
times I wonder whether he is talk- 
ing about a horse chestnut or a 
chestnut horse.” 

W. R. Howson, supporting his lead- 
er’s attack on the bill, declared that 
in these times no new tax should be 
imposed if it could be avoided. “If 
this province can get along without 
putting new taxes on the people this 
should be done. It is a wrong princi- 
ple to place an additional burden on 
the people when they already feel the 
Pinch of depleted earnings,” he de 
clared. 

“It is wrong to further depress the 
spirits of our people when they are 
already discouraged. 
> “The matter of extracting an addi- 
tional $1,374, ‘000 from the taxpayers 
in a manner in which it has never 
been done before is too serious to be 
done suddenly and without the most 
careful thought.” 

Mr. Howson quoted total of four 
successive deficits when no income 
tax was imposed. He did not think 
the tay at this time was justified. He 
had a feeling, he said, and it is shar- 
ed by many people, that full facts of 
our financial position have not been 
made known, 

For example, the Premier had told 
the public that this province could 
not go into the money market and 
borrow one dollar. Within a month

the money market had said to us not 
only will be loan you five millions, 
we will loan you twenty-five millions.

Efforts on the part of provincial 
government to persuade the Dominion 
to abandon income tax field and rep- 
resentations to have the Dominion 
use its organization in collecting the 
provincial tax had proved unavailing, 
declared Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial 
treasurer, in defending the bill. 

The government motion to refer 
the Turner Valley gas problem to the 
agriculture committee met with con- 
siderable opposition, but it was final- 
ly carried after an amendment had 
been defeated. 

George H. Webster strongly  at- 
tacked the government for not hav- 
ing a defnite scheme to lay before 
the house on this most important 
question, They had ever since last 
year to make up their minds to a pol- 
icy.

Mr. Irvine Speaks 
on Unemployment 


.During the debate in the Federal 
House on unemployment Handard 


» reports Wm. Irvine, member for We- 


taskiwin, as follows: 


Mr. William Irvine (Wetaskiwin): 
Inasmuch as this question of unem- 
ployment is one of great national im- 
portance I ue like the house to 
get a clearer\understanding'‘of just 
what the resolution means. I do 
not rise to give that explanation my- 
self because I am not clear on that 
point but we ought to understand 
what it means before we vote upon 
it. I think the mover of the resolu- 
tion (Mr. Heaps) has not taken the 
house entirely into his confidence in 
his exposition of the resolution. 

Everyone will agree with the first 
statement of the resolution, that 
there are great numbers of our citi- 
zens at present unemployed and that 
through their unemployment their 
very existence is made _ precarious. 
We will also agree with the further 
statement that during recent years 
production has increased enorm'ous- 
ly. I was reading only this after- 
noon in the report of the MacMillan 


committee that production through- 
out the entire world had increased 
since 1914 by 25 per cent. So there 


cannot be much doubt about that. 
The next statement in the resolution 
is this: 

Whereas real wages have not in- 
creased in proportion and thus con- 
sumption has not kept pace with 
production. 

Of course, it is simply another 
truth to say that consumption has 
not kept pace with production, for 
the reason that wages have not in- 
creased in proportion with the in- 
crease in production, 

Now I come to the declaratory part 
of the resolution: 

Be it resolved: That, in the opin- 
ion of this house, in order to ab-! 
sorb the unemployed into industry, ' 
thus eliminating the enormous waste 
of enforced idleness, the hours of 
labor bé materially reduced and the! 
purchasing power of the masses in- 
creased, and further to this end that 
the government be requested to sub- 
‘mit the necessary measures to the; 
house. 


Let us look at what that means. If| 


it merely means what has been the 
policy of the organized Labor move- 
ment of Canada for many years, in 
respect to wages, then it means! 
nothing. That policy has been and 
is that the wages of labourers can 
and should be increased, in the. vain | 
hope that in doing so the standard of 
living and purchasing power will be 
increased. But here is the problem: 
We are operating under a profit sys- 
tem, and under a profit system an 
increase of wages must necessarily 
mean a corresponding increase in 
the price of commodities in the pro- 
ducton of which wages are paid; so 


that ultimately an increase in wages 
must be balanced by an increase in 
prices, except in the case of over- 
head savings throigh improved org- 
anization or improved machinery, 
with such savings going to wages in- 
stead of to cheaper goods. Tio ask 
for wage increases or hour reduction 
under a profit system is to work 
around in a circle. That has been 
the weakness of ‘the policy of labour 
ever since I knew anything about it. 
Even strikes never got labour any- 
where, because ft was not possible to 
have a real increase in wages under 
a profit system since wage increases 
were invariably offset by an increase 
in the price of commodities. 


If it means ‘that there must be a 
reduction of the hours of laovour and 
an increase in pay under the present 
profit system, then it is impossible. 
If then the resoluton means anything 
it means that we are asked to intro 
duce a new system. That is what 
the hon. member for North Winnipeg 
(Mr. Heaps) must have in mind, and 
if so he is not following his usual 
frank way of dealing with things if 
he does not say so. He asks the 
house to introduce legislation as 
quickly as possible to implement this 
resolution. I would like to Imow 
what that means. Is it that the gov- 
ernment should introduce by legisla- 
tion a new economic system into 
Canada? That means, if it means 
anything, that the government must 
first nationalize the industrial sys- 
tem in this country. If the resolution 
means that, I will vote for it because 
I have always stood for that; I like 
it. If it does not mean that, it does 
not? mean anything and I would not 
be bothered voting forit. I would like 
somebody to explain just exactly 
what this resolution means. If it 
j Stands for a new system, which if it 
imeans anything it must mean, I 
‘would like to vote for it. If it stands 
for the old impcessible system of in- 
| creasing wages and shortening hours 
‘and increasing prices, the thing is 
| Tidiculous. Now will somebody ex- 
‘plain?

Never before, un- 
til the terrible effects of this depres- 
sion rests so heavily upon us, have 
we been able to get people to see 
the economic folly of forcing our 
young people to seek employment 
elsewhere. Right in :;Cardston and the 
surrounding countryside, more than 
1,000 young people are going to be 
through school and ready to’ enter 
industrial life within the next five 
years, and if we do not do something 
about it we are going to lose these 
1,000 young people. And they are 
fine young people, too. Bright, keen- 
ly alert, capable fellows for the 
most part, and young women, the 
superior of whom cannot be found in 
any land.

The point is that by concerted ef- 
fort something really might be done 
about this problem.

Weekly Garden Letter 


Paper Mulch 


Paper mulch in the vegetable gar- 
den is now passed the éxperimental 
stage, and results obtained at both 
private and Government places would 
indicate that under certain condi- 
tions. this new method of hurrying 
growth has some decided advantages. 


-The paper is quite similar to the or- 


dinary black building kind, though it 
is tougher, so that it will stand a fair 
amount of traffic and weathering. It 
may be obtained from practically 
any seedsman in different widths to 
suit the particular vegetable being 
grown. After the soil is thoroughly 
prepared for seeding, the paper is 
fastened down with long, home-made 
staples of cheap black wire, between 
the rows, with only an inch or so of 
space between strips for the seed. In 
the case of tomatoes, cabbage, and 
other plants, these are inserted in 
holes punched in the paper, and those 
vegetables planted in hills are hand- 
led in the same way. This mulch, 
not only keeps down practically all 
weed growth but it also heats up the 
soil and stimulates very quick and 
very early growth. Anyone who has 
laid his hand on a tar-paper roof 
when the sun is shining will under- 
stand the principle upon which this 
new method of gardening is based. 
After early crops of peas, spinach 
and head lettuce have been used, lat- 
er things may be brought on while 
the paper is in place. 
Sweet Peas 


Most of the difficulty in growing 
good sweet peas is due to late plant- 
ing. For best, or even satisfactory re- 
sults, these flowers must be sown 
just as early in the spring as it is 
possible to dig the ground. In most 
parts of the country, this will mean 
March or early April. The very fin- 
est blooms are produced in those sec- 
tions of Canada where the ground is 
high and the nights cool, although 
with the proper method this flower 
may be grown almost anywhere. It 
must; make its growth during the 
early cool weather and the root sys- 
tem must geo down deep into the 
soil, Je a trench about a foot wide 
and two feet deep, and into this put 
a six-inch ‘layer of decayed leaves, 
well-rotted. manure or other material, 
and ‘on top two inches of fine garden 
soil. The seed is planted in this, 
about three inches apart and an inch,

-Blooming should 
start in July, and if one wants to 
have this continue until frost, pick 
the flowers daily, making absolutely 
sure that no seed pods are allowed, 
to develop. - , 
: Seed 

Seed is the very foundation of good 
gardens, and about the only factor 
over which the owner has absolute 
control. As the cost in any case is 
but a few cents there should be no 
temptation to sacrifice quality, but 
only the very best should be used, 
and this obtained from Canadian 
sources in order that one gets seed 
selected with Canadian conditions in 
mind. The use of seed saved from 
the home garden cannot be recom- 
mended, as this is almost sure to be 
very mixed. Unless one goes to the 
trouble of screening individual flow- 
ers from bees and insects, and cross- 
pollenizing, it is absolutely impos- 
sible to prevent mixing of colors in 
flowers and of types in vegetables. 
Then, too, in order to secure earliness 
and quality, it is often necessary that 
seed be secured from a district where 
the season is much longer than our 
own. 

Lawn Repairs 

Early spring is the proper time to 
attend to those bare spots in the 
lawn. One can sometimes re-seed 
these by sowing during one of the 
last snow storms. In this case, no 
cultivation is used, the melting snow 
carrying the seed into the soil. If 
We leave the work until later, we 
should stir up the bare spots thor- 
oughly, and cover with a bit of 
brush, or poultry) netting to keep 
the birds away. At this time, too, an 
application of geod commercial fer- 
tilizer wili act as a_ spring tonic. 
Most of the trouble with weeds in a 
lawn traces to starved conditions. 
Good healthy well-fed grass will 
crowd out most weeds, but the oth- 
er kind is not in a position to offer 
much resistance. .

WETASKIWIN MEMBER GIVES 
ADDRESS ON INCOME TAX BILL 


I will endeavor.to place before the 
House in the clearest way possible 
my reasons for opposing the ‘imposi- 
tion of an Income Tax at the present 
time, and also point out some of the 
objectionable features of the propos- 
ed Bill. 

It is an inopportune time in- which 
to impose any new taxation. The 
people of Alberta are now struggling 
with too heavy a load of taxation and 
cannot, nor should they be asked, to 
assume any further obligations in 
this respect. The farmers certainly 
cannot stand any increased taxation. 
They are in the fortunate position of 
having no debenture liabilities, but 
their Municpal and School obliga- 
tions and Supplementary Revenue 
Tax are their chief burdens of direct 
taxation and must not be increased. 

The residents of our _ villages, 
towns and cities on the other hand, 
have immense capital or debenture 
obligations, and the amount required 
to finance their schools, hospitals, 
social services, relief, municipal and 
capital’ charges constitute a taxation 
burden of very large proportions. 
These obligations are. mounting year- 
ly and in many instances the mill 
rate is gradually increasing on an 
assessment valuation generally be- 
yond all proportion to actual values. 
It would be manifestly unfair to im- 
pose any new provincial taxation on 
them at this time. 

The rroposed taxation is based on 
last year’s income, which in many 
cases is much larger than that be- 
ing earned this year. Many with a 
taxable income last year are now un- 
employed, yet they will be asked to 
pay an income tax this year. Many 
who will be hit by an income tax 
are caring for members of their fam. 
ilies, or others who are now out of 
work, thus increasing their own liv- 
ing expenses, but will get no exemp- 
tion for this expenditure, notwith- 
standing the fact that they are sav- 
ing the Province its share of relief. it 
would be called upon to bear if their 
homes were not open for unemployed 
friends. 

Owing to the low schedule of ex- 
emption which provides ' for taxing 
incomes over $750 for single and 
$1500 for married persons, with $400 
allowed for each dependent, it con- 
stitutes practically a tax on wages 
that is a most unfair or unjust prin- 
ciple at this: or any other time. The 
Dominion- schedule is much fairer 
and should be followed if an income 
tax is imposed. | Bh! eae 

Then it is dual taxation, as the’ Do- 
minion Government now levies an ‘in- 
come tax and all dual taxation is 
unfair“and unjust. 
their strength in this House. this Gov- 
ernment forces through an income 
tax measure, I would suggest that 
they endeavor to arrange with the 
Dominion authorities to collect what- 
ever rate is decided upon, but fol- 
lowing the Dominion schedule of ex- 
emption. This will save us a large 
sum in administering the Act. 


It should not be necessdry at this 
time to impose an Income Tax. This 
is estimated to bring in a revenue of 
$1,374,000.00. This is the amount 
needed then to bridge the gap be- 
tween revenue and expenditure. Last 
year the government told us that it 
was impossible to reduce expenditure 
further, yet apparently without an 
effort they cut expenditure this year 
by $1,500,000.00. My advice is to cut 
still deeper, effect greater economies 
and reduce expenditure in every de- 
partment. The Government has al- 
ready proposed to increase some of 
the existing forms of taxation which 
will provide considerably more rev- 
enue... Some of the leaks in the ship 
of state should be calked up and the 
budget can be balanced witliout an 
In¢ome Tax. If this Government has 
not the courage to do these things, if 
they will abdicate in favor of the 
opposition, we will show them how it 
can be done. 

T have already suggested that we 
should get more revenue from our 
natural resources by an increase in 
fees and royalties, and I now reiter 
ate that suggestion, These resources 
belong to the people of Alberta, who 
should share equally in their develop- 
ment. Last year the Province receiv- 
ed a revenue of $1,125,000 from the 
Lands and Mines Department. If 
this amount could be doubled, this 
one iitem alone would avoid the neces- 
sity of an Income Tax. 

Last year I urged on the Govern- 
ment a change in their highway pol- 
icy. I suggested that as our Public 
Debt had about reached the limit we 
should pay as we went. The policy 
of building! gravelled. roads parallel- 
ing railroads should be changed so as 


to provid: market roads to serve dis- 


tricts having no railway’ | ‘facilities 
‘and-in'‘order to do this I would favor 
an increase in the gasoline ‘tax to 
provide’ for a reasonable yearly pro- 
gram. If, the Miniser of Public

principle by which those with. small 
incomes pay a larger” percéntage 
than those fortunate enough to have 
large incomes. For instance, a single 
person earning a salary of $800 would 
pay a tax of 50c, plus this base tax 
of $3.00, a total of $3.50, or 7% on the 
taxable income of $50.00. <A single 
person earning $2750.00 per year 
would pay a tax of $20.00 plus $3.00 
base tax, a total of $23.00 or 1.15% 
on the taxable income of $2000.00. 
Nothing could be more unfair or un- 
just than this. If this principle is 
adopted it can be applied to almost 
every form of taxation and some day 
Wwe may find ourselves being asked for 
a base tax in addition to our auto- 
mobile license, drivers’ permit or 
game license. Where might it not 
end? 

As Calgary, Edmonton and Leth- 
bridge now impose a service tax 
which is virtually an income tax, 
this Government proposes to take 
away this right from these places, 
and for two years at least will pay 
to them annually a sum equal to the 
revenue they now derive from _ this 
source. In other words they propose 
to take from the proceeds of the In- 
come Tax which will be collected in 
the Wetaskiwin (Constituency and 
other places throughout the Province 
and pay over tc Calgary, Edmonton 
and Lethbridge the sum of approxi- 
mately $130,000.00 per year to help 
reduce taxation in these cities. Of 
all the unjust and vicious proposals 
this certainly takes the cake. I am 
going to object most strenuously to 
having the proceeds of taxation 
which is levied and collected from all 
over Alberta, used for any other than 
provincial purposes, and will ‘oppose. 
this proposal with all the strength 
I can command. 


Present conditions are such that 
to impose any new taxation would 
do infinitely more harm than a strict 
economy program. ask 

Had the Government displayed in- 
sight and foresight in the face of con- 
ditions with which they were con- 
fronted, the drastic measures they 
are now taking to balance revenue 
and expenditure would not be neces- 
sary. The depression started over 
two years ago. In private business 
everything possible was being done 
to keep costs down. Yet this Govern- 
ment has only now begun to reduce 
expenditure and - adjust its: ‘finances. 
Last year they spent $732,000.00 more 
than they were authorized to do, mak- 
ing the total expenditure the highest 
in the history of the province. 


There is.a:large sourds. Gf revenue 
“to the 
Province if: “the Government would 
take the necessary steps to legalize 
sweepstakes. The principle of taking 
a.portion of money spent in “gambling 
for Provincial purposes is already ac- 
cepted, and each year those who bet 
on horse races conducted in the Pro- 
vince contribute a large sum. to.our 
revenues. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are sent out of this” country 
yearly to Dublin, Calcutta and other 
European ‘countries where sweep- 
stakes are conducted, and We cannot 
stop this outflow by legislation. 
Sweepstakes could be held here un- 
der government control, ~:regulation 
and supervision, and the nettproceeds 
used for hospitals, relief, Red ‘Cross 
and other charitable purposes. Many 
who would not donate to- charity 
would take a chance and thus help 
charity in an attempt to help them- 
selves. Experience proves that 
there are vast sums available at all 
times for sweeps, and the whole mat- 
ter should not lightly be disregarded. 

The time has arrived when there 
should be a complete investigation 
into our whole taxation system. Con- 
ditions have materially ‘changed dur- 
ing the last few years. _The Doniini: 
ion needs immense revenues. The 
Province has reached the point where 
it finds itself compelled to curtail 
services and withdraw financial as- 
sistance previously given. Municipali- 
ties hardly know where to turn to 
secure funds with which to. meet in- 
creasing obligations. The fixing of 
responsibility for carrying on services 
and the right of various governing 
bodies to levy different forins of tax- 
ation, or a division of the fields of 
taxation should be undertaken at 
this time. 


The Province already has an as- 
sessment commission doing excellent 
work, and I would suggest that we 
also constitute them a Tax Commis- 
sion. The cost would be very little, 
if any more, and their information 
and advice after a thorough study of 
all taxation matters would pe of in- 
estimable value to this Legislature.

There is always some cause for 
what is called indigestion. If this 
Persists or recurs, it means. that 
whatever condition is responsible 
continues to be present. Lumps do 
not occur in the normal female 
breast; unusual discharges do not 
come from the normal body; ordin- 
ary sores heal and do not break down 
again. 

It is because auch happenings as 
these do not receive prompt atten- 
tion that cancer is allowed to de- 
velop beyond the stage at which it 
can be cured. While they are not 
always signs of cancer, still the pa- 
tient cannot tell whether they are 
or not. There is only one safe way 
to act, and that is to find out from 
the doctor, in every case, what is the 
true nature of the condition. 


Reasonable attention is required if 
health is to be preserved. If treat- 
ment is to Fe secured when it can do 
the most good, attention must be 
given to any signs or symptoms of 
abnormal conditions.
